CELERY. 


Sow early in April. Transplant about 
the first of June in rows three feet apart 
and the plants six inches in the row. 
Trim the plants two or three times when 
small to promote stalky growth. As fall 
approaches draw earth up to the plants, 
keeping the stalks well together. 


31. GIANT PASCAL.—This is without 
doubt the best general purpose celery ever 
introduced.

The pleasure resulting from the cultivation of a few flowers will 
amply repay for time and labor spent. 


The soil adapted to flowering plants is generally a light, moderately rich loam, con- 
taining a sufficient amount of sand to make it friable. A great many varieties will live 
in almost any soil, but to give them a fair chance to develop, some care should be taken 
to make it suited to their needs. Many fiowers are better if produced on plants of vig- 
orous growth, so a portion of the garden should be prepared by deep digging, thorough 
pulverization, and liberal enriching with large quantities of well rotted manure. 

While some seeds need special treatment, the following general rules will apply to 
all: Make the surface as fine and smooth as possible; do not plant any seeds when the 
ground is wet: cover each lot of seeds to a uniform depth, which should never be more 
than three or four times the diameter of the seed: press the soil firmly over the seeds, 
plant in rows so that the young plants can be easily seen, and pull up all weeds as soon 
as they appear. 

NOTE.—Annuals bloom the first year from seed and then perish. Perennials gen- 
erally do not bloom till the second year, and then live and bloom for a number of years. 
H. A. stands for Hardy Annual. H.H. A., Half Hardy Annual. H. P., Hardy Peren- 
nial.

CULTURE.—KEarly in spring make a 
trench about six inches deep, in rich, mel- 
low soil, so arranged. that no water can 
stand in it, and plant the seed in the bot- 
tom, taking care not to cover it more than 
two inches. All Sweet Peas, but particu- 
larly the white seeded sorts, are often a 
little difficult to start. If the soil is too 
dry, they will remain a long time without 
germinating; if it is too wet and cold, 
they will not sprout at all. In soils which 
are at all heavy or composed largely of 
clay, it will generally pay to put about two 
inches of sand in the bottom of the trench 
and to sow the seed on this, covering with 
more sand. Often it will be an advantage 
to cover the row with a board so as to shed 
the rain and protect the soil from the hot 
sun, but care should be taken to remove 
this as soon as the young plants cut 
through the soil. When the plants are 
about five inches high, fill up the trench 
and furnish some support for the vines to 
run upon. The flowers should be picked 
before they form pods, or the plants will 
soon stop flowering.
